2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of Collier (U.S. 5,169,706) discloses a composition, which is used with 
disposable diapers. The presence of tackifying agent renders the composition usable as pressure 
sensitive adhesive. The composition comprises styrene block copolymers, tackifying agent, 
polyolefin and extending oil. 
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The prior art of Sorensen (U.S. 4,23 1 ,369) discloses composition with adhesive 
properties comprising hydrocolloid with styrene block copolymer or ethylene-propylene block 
copolymers. The composition is utilized in ostonomy devices. 

The prior art of record does not contain a polyvinyl cyclohexane tackifying agent. Since 
the prior art of record fails to teach the present invention, the pending claims are passed to issue.
